Winter storm weaker 
than first expected 


Crisp temperatures. 

Cold weather expected 
to continue through 
the weekend 


Cold, wintry Edmonton 
weather caused a fatal crash 
and flooded a city neigh¬ 
bourhood, but it was not as 
bad as the city had feared. 

While forecasts called for 
as much as 25 centimetres 
of snow, the city saw much 
less than that and driving 
was relatively safe. 

“We didn’t seem to have 
any problems with the 
morning commute, transit 
wasn’t reporting any delays 
due to weather, which is 


always a good sign for us,” 
said Bob Dunford, the city’s 
director of roadway main¬ 
tenance. 

“We may be looking at 
plowing next week, but 1 
don’t anticipate a full plow¬ 
ing cycle yet.” 

Early Thursday morning, 
a Suzuki Grand Vitara lost 
control on Anthony Henday 
Drive, south of the Sher¬ 
wood Park Freeway, strik¬ 
ing the median and rolling 
into the northbound lanes, 
before being hit by an on¬ 
coming Dodge truck. 

The Suzuki’s driver, a 
26-year-old Edmonton man, 
was killed and two people 
in the truck were taken to 
hospital with serious injur¬ 
ies. 


Weather also played a 
role in a water main break 
in Riverdale that turned the 
roads into an icy mess and 
flooded basements. 

Epcor spokesperson 
Tim LeRiche said crews re¬ 
sponded immediately, but 
it took about two hours to 
turn off the valves, because 
they were under snow and 
ice. 

He said the nature of 
Edmonton’s climate means 
these breaks will happen. 

“We get water main 
breaks, what happens is the 
ground freezes and thaws, 
freezes and thaws and that 
ongoing process, shifts the 
ground and put pressure on 
the pipes,” he said.

“It’s vitally important the 
family gets support,” said 
board chair Becl^ Kallal. “This 
program is inclusive, imiversal 
and welcoming to all.”

Being green can be done in 
many ways, and it’s evident 
on post-secondary campuses 
throughout Edmonton. 

While environmental sus¬ 
tainability isn’t new, more 
groups, projects and pro¬ 
grams are popping up in re¬ 
search, academics, construc¬ 
tion of campus buildings, and 
also student-led initiatives. 

“Sustainability is defin¬ 
itely picking up in interest in 
the sense that it is something 
that you can see; it’s a way 
to impact your campus and 
to really make a difference,” 
said Chantal Beaudoin, head 
of sustainability at MacEwan 
University. 

From programs that 
have been around for years 
to those being changed or 
added, there is no doubt be¬ 
ing eco-friendly is a growing 
trend. 

“1 think on the facility 
side of things, of course 
we’ve always had an inter¬ 
est in sustainability because 
less energy means fewer 
payments...so we’ve always 
had an interest to keep our 
costs down and be as energy 
efficient as we can,” said 
John Engleder, associate 
vice president of facili¬ 
ties management and de¬ 
velopment at the Northern 
Alberta Institute of Tech¬ 
nology. “But there is a tre¬ 
mendous interest among 
the staff and students at 


NAIT in sustainability.” 

NAIT, for example, hired 
the city to remove its waste 
earlier this summer and is 
now diverting about two- 
thirds from landfill as op¬ 
posed to the less than 10 per 
cent before, said Engleder. 

In addition to that, recycle 
bins have been put in work 
stations and offices that are 
much larger than garbage 
bins, as part of a pilot project. 


“Basically, (it’s) changing 
the focus entirely to what 
you dispose of at your desk,” 
said Anthony Lake, man¬ 
ager of NAIT’s custodial and 
grounds services, and chair 
of the school’s sustainability 
committee. 

At the University of Al¬ 
berta, a pilot project provides 
those living in the East Cam¬ 
pus Village with both recyc¬ 
ling and composting bins. 


which Emily Dietrich, pro¬ 
gram lead of outreach and 
engagement in the U of A’s 
office of sustainability, said 
tends to make it easier for 
residents to carry out those 
actions. 

Students throughout all 
of the U of A’s residences 
participated in Eco Move Out 
last spring for the first time, 
where unwanted items were 
collected and then either re-

cycled or donated. 

Beyond recycling, com¬ 
posting and diverting waste, 
other programs have blos¬ 
somed, including the re¬ 
usable dish program started 
by the U of A’s students’ 
union sustainability service. 

Late last year. Sustain SU 
began setting out plates in 
the students’ union building; 
those who use them get a dis¬ 
count at certain vendors. Be¬ 
yond that, there are also 600 
plates and 300 cups available 
to rent for events or meet¬ 
ings on campus. 

“We go through probably 
only about 30 plates a day 
at this point,” said director 
Steph Sylvestre. “However, 
the rental of the dishes has 
picked up a lot this year 
and become really popular. 
We are almost at capacity of 
what we can rent out.” 

Sustain SU also offers a 
year-round farmers market, 
seasonal bike library, and 
summer campus gardens. 

Sustainability offices and 
staff are in place at every 
school. NAIT even held an or¬ 
ganizational meeting for its 
committee this week in an 
attempt to grow and refocus 
it. That is something that will 
likely continue ever 3 ^here, 
said Dietrich. 

“We’re hearing about sus¬ 
tainability more and more, 
and moving beyond even 
greening things,” she said. 
“There’s a great opportunity 
to get involved in sustain¬ 
ability on campus and off 
campus.”

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All it takes 
is One 
Simple Act 


Living sustainably though en¬ 
vironmental, social and eco¬ 
nomic efforts can be simple. 

And the University of Al¬ 
berta is proving that with its 
One Simple Act program. 

In an effort to help the 
planet, people and one’s own 
bottom line, the program en¬ 
courages participants to take 
action on campus. 

“The program invites stu¬ 
dents, staff and faculty to 
take a sustainable action in 
their life that they’re not do¬ 
ing, and then make a com¬ 
mitment or a promise to do 
it,” said Emily Dietrich, pro¬ 
gram lead of outreach and 
engagement with the U of A’s 
office of sustainability. “On 
our website, there’s 20 differ¬ 
ent actions people can choose 
from, such as T will compost’ 
or T will take sustainable 
transportation.’” 


A commitment, once 
chosen, is signed on a card 
and a photo is taken. 

“Then they take away that 
card and post it as a prompt 
for their behaviour,”’ said 
Dietrich. “And usually it 
elicits conversation when 
you see something like that 
at someone’s desk or in their 
house.” 

Groups get involved as 
well, said Dietrich, noting 
an art and design class that 
vowed to reduce, reuse and 
recycle this semester. 

“They’ve made a sculpture 
for the word sustainability 
out of waste and surplus ma¬ 
terials. It’s to illustrate that 
these common waste items 
do add up, and sometimes 
we don’t see the results of 
this until we can see it all 
together.”

What more can we do? Looking 
beyond environmental sustainability 


There are multiple pillars of 
sustainability, and over time 
all post-secondary campuses 
in Edmonton have shifted 
their strategies towards a 
three-pillar system. 

Along with being eco- 
friendly, there are both social 
and economic areas of sus¬ 
tainability. 

Sustain SU, the University 
of Alberta students’ union 
sustainability service, began 
putting on workshops last 


year that provide an introduc¬ 
tion to holistic sustainability. 

“It’s not a workshop that 
teaches people what to re¬ 
cycle,” said Sustain SU direc¬ 
tor Steph Sylvestre. “Rather, 
it’s a workshop that teaches 
people how to think of sus¬ 
tainable issues in the holistic 
sense. Why are social and eco¬ 
nomic disparity sustainability 
issues? What can we do about 
them?” 

Some projects and pro¬ 


grams already relate, such 
as food banks, said Chantal 
Beaudoin, head of sustaina¬ 
bility at MacEwan University.

The S 3 n’ian government shut 
down the Internet across the 
country and cut cellphone 
services in select areas Thurs¬ 
day as rebels and government 
troops waged fierce battles 
near the capital’s airport, for¬ 
cing international airlines 
to suspend flights, activists 
said. 

The Internet blackout, 
confirmed by two U.S.- 
based companies that mon¬ 
itor online connectivity, is 
unprecedented in S 3 n’ia’s 
20-month-old uprising 
against President Bashar 
Assad. Regime forces have 
suffered a string of tactical 
defeats in recent weeks — 


losing air bases and other 
strategic facilities — and the 
blackout may be an attempt 
by the government to dull 
any farther rebel offensives 
by hampering communica¬ 
tions. 

Authorities often cut 
phone lines and Internet ac¬ 
cess in areas where regime 
forces are conducting major 
military operations to disrupt 
rebel communications. Activ¬ 
ists in S 52 ria reached Thursday 
by satellite telephone con¬ 
firmed the blackout. 

Renesys, a U.S.-based net¬ 
work security firm that stud¬ 
ies Internet disruptions, said 
in a statement that Syria ef¬ 
fectively disappeared from 
the Internet at 12:26 p.m. lo¬ 
cal time. 

“In the global routing 
table, all 84 of Syria’s IP ad¬ 
dress blocks have become 
unreachable, effectively re¬ 
moving the country from the 
Internet,” Renesys said.

A U.S. soldier charged in the 
biggest security breach in 
the country’s history testi¬ 
fied Thursday that he felt 
like a doomed, caged ani¬ 
mal after he was arrested 
in Iraq for allegedly sending 
classified information to 
the secret-spilling website 
WikiLeaks. 


Bradley Manning testi¬ 
fied on the third day of a 
pretrial hearing. His law¬ 
yers are seeking dismissal 
of all charges, contending 
his pretrial confinement 
in a Marine Corps brig in 
the U.S. was needlessly 
harsh. 

Before he was sent to the 


brig in July 2010, Manning 
spent time in a cell in a seg¬ 
regation tent at Camp Arif- 
jan, an Army installation in 
Kuwait. 

“I remember thinking 
I’m going to die. I’m stuck 
inside this cage,” a nerv¬ 
ous Manning said under 
questioning by defence at¬ 


torney David Coombs. “I 
just thought I was going to 
die in that cage. And that’s 
how I saw it — an animal 
cage.” 

The 24-year-old intel¬ 
ligence analyst is trying to 
avoid trial. 

He argues he was pun¬ 
ished enough when he 


was locked up alone in 
a small cell for nearly 
nine months in solitary 
confinement and had to 
sleep naked for several 
nights. 

The military contends 
the treatment at the time 
was proper.

Quebec holds blood for 
fear of contamination 



Concern at provincial 
blood supply agency. 

Tiny cracks in the 
packaging may have 
been the result of a 
manufacturing defect 


Quebec’s health minister of¬ 
fered assurances to patients 
on Thursday after the agency 
that oversees blood supplies 
in the province temporarily 
suspended use of some of its 
stock. 

The problem has led to the 
postponement of some oper¬ 
ations throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

“There is no contamina¬ 
tion of the blood in Quebec,” 
Health Minister Rejean Hebert 
told reporters in Quebec City. 

“There is a problem with 
some batches of blood that 
could be contaminated, and we 
have withdrawn those batches 
of blood to be sure there’s no 
problem.” 

Hebert insisted there is no 
risk to patients, adding that 


the agency, Hema-Quebec, has 
the reserves necessary to fulfil 
the needs of hospitals. 

A Montreal health services 
spokeswoman said some elect¬ 
ive surgeries at five area hos¬ 


pitals were delayed, including 
heart operations at three ma¬ 
jor Montreal hospitals. 

A spokesman for Hema- 
Quebec said there was a prob¬ 
lem with the equipment used

to keep blood. Tiny cracks 
were found in some packaging 
used to store blood stock at a 
Montreal holding facility. 

Laurent-Paul Menard said 
the blood, some of which had 
already been distributed to 
hospitals, risked being exposed 
to air, which creates favourable 
conditions for bacteria. 

Menard said about 70 per 
cent of the agency’s stock 
might be held for examination.

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Palestinians win UN statehood 


Landslide. Only Israel, 
Canada, the U.S., 
the Czech Republic, 
Panama and four tiny 
island nations opposed 


The United Nations voted 
overwhelmingly Thursday to 
recognize a Palestinian state, 
a long-sought victory for the 
Palestinians and an embarrass¬ 
ing diplomatic defeat for the 
United States. 

The resolution upgrading 
the Palestinians’ status to a 
nonmember observer state at 
the UN was approved by a vote 
of 138-9, with 41 abstentions. 

A Palestinian flag was quick¬ 
ly unfurled on the floor of the 
General Assembly, behind the 
Palestinian delegation. In the 
West Bank city of Ramallah, 
himdreds crowded into the 
main square, waved flags and 
chanted “God is great.” 

Real independence, how¬ 
ever, remains elusive until the 
Palestinians negotiate a peace 
deal with the Israelis, who 
warned that the UN action will 
only delay a lasting solution. 
Israel still controls the West 
Bank, east Jerusalem and access 
to Gaza and it accused the Pal¬ 


estinians of bypassing negotia¬ 
tions with the campaign. 

The Palestinians still face 
enormous limitations. They 
don’t control their borders, air¬ 
space or trade, they have com¬ 
peting governments in Gaza 
and the West Bank and they 
have no unified army or pohce. 

The U.S. immediately criti¬ 
cized the vote. “Today’s im- 
fortunate and coimterproduct- 
ive resolution places further 
obstacles in the path to peace,” 
Ambassador Susan Rice said. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu called the 
speech by Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas before the 
vote “defamatory and venom¬ 
ous,” saying it was “full of men¬ 
dacious propaganda.” 

Netanyahu said the UN 
move violated past agreements 
between Israel and the Palestin¬ 
ians and that Israel would act 
accordingly, without elaborat¬ 
ing what steps it might take. 

The Palestinians now can 
gain access to UN agencies 
and international bodies, most 
significantly the International 
Griminal Court, which could 
become a springboard for go¬ 
ing after Israel for alleged war 
crimes or its ongoing settle¬ 
ment building on war-won 
land.

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird denoimced 
the UN General Assembly 
Thursday for its “utterly 
regrettable decision” to 
allow the vote. 

Baird also suggested 
Canada will take retaha- 
toiy measures against the 
Palestinians for forcing the 
issue onto the world stage. 
He didn’t say what, but the 
obvious option would be 
suspending aid. 

Baird said Canada was 
voting against the initiative 
because “we are firmly con¬ 
vinced (it) will undermine 
the objective of reaching a 
comprehensive, lasting and 
just settlement.” 

“This resolution will 
not advance the cause of 
peace.... On the contrary, 
this rmilateral step will 
harden positions and raise 
unrealistic expectations.”

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Polar ice sheets now pla3nng 
larger role in rising sea level 


Climate change. 

Melting ice is 
responsible for 40 
per cent of overall 
sea-level rise, up from 
20 per cent in the ’90s 


A study believed to be the 
most comprehensive ever 
done of the planet’s ice sheets 
shows that, overall, they are 
melting faster and faster. 

And as world leaders meet 
in Doha, Qatar, to discuss re¬ 
sponses to climate change, 
the paper published Thurs¬ 
day in the journal Science 
shows the loss of ice from 
Greenland and the Antarc¬ 
tic is making an ever-greater 
contribution to rising sea lev¬ 
els. 

“It’s an observation with 
sufficient certainty to tell 
people the changes in the 
polar ice sheets are very 
much in line with what we 
expect those changes in cli¬ 
mate to produce,” said co-au¬ 
thor Andrew Shepherd of the 


University of Leeds. 

Shepherd was one of an 
international team of 47 sci¬ 
entists who combined a wide 
array of data from 10 satellite 
missions and other sources to 
provide the clearest picture 
yet of what has been happen¬ 
ing with the massive sheets 
of ancient ice that help an¬ 
chor Earth’s climate at both 
ends. 

Overall, the sheets have 
lost about 4,250 gigatonnes of 
ice since 1992, enough to raise 
the average sea level around 
the globe % 11 millimetres. 

That may not sound like 
much, but Erik Ivins of Cali¬ 
fornia’s Jet Propulsion Labora¬ 
tory says it’s enough to mat¬ 
ter. 

“When you have 11 milli¬ 
metres of increased sea level, 
if you compute the amount 
of mass that’s capable of com¬ 
ing on shore during storm 
surge, it’s a lot of mass,” he 
said. “Small changes in sea 
levels in certain places mean 
very big changes in the kind 
of protection of infrastructure 
you need to have in place.”

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Moscow buried by record snowfall

The video of punk band Pussy 
Riot’s performance in Rus¬ 
sia’s main cathedral is ex¬ 
tremist and must be removed 
from the web, a Moscow 
court ruled Thursday. 

Zamoskvoretsky court 
banned the video of the 
group’s February perform¬ 
ance, ordering it and three 
other videos to be removed 
from all websites. Prosecutors 
began looking into the videos 
after a nationalist lawmaker 
suggested that they insulted 
believers. 

The performance was 
protesting Vladimir Putin’s 
return to the presidency in 
March’s election and the out¬ 
spoken support for his bid by 
the patriarch of the Russian 
Orthodox Church. 

Pussy Riot’s videos were 
banned under Russia’s vague¬ 
ly defined “extremism” law, 
which is supposed to restrict 
neo-Nazi and terrorist groups. 
Critics accuse the Kremlin of 
exploiting the law to stifle op¬ 
position and free speech. 

Internet providers will 
be required to block access 
to the Pussy Riot video in a 
month if no appeal is filed. 
Russian web guru Anton 



Nosik told the Interfax news 
agency that Russians would 
doubtless be able to access 
the video an52way on servers 
based outside Russia and not 
subject to the law. 

Three members of Pussy 
Riot were found guilty of 
hooliganism motivated by 
religious hatred in August 
and sentenced to two years 
in prison in a case that drew 
condemnation from many in 
the West.

Myanmar. Dozens 
injured in mine protest 


Security forces used water 
cannons, tear gas and smoke 
bombs Thursday to clear pro¬ 
testers from a copper mine 
in northwestern Myanmar, 
wounding villagers and Bud¬ 
dhist monks in the biggest use 
of force against demonstrators 
since the reformist government 
of President Thein Sein took of¬ 
fice last year. 

Opposition leader Aimg San 
Sun Kyi, who arrived in the 
area hours later on a previously 
scheduled visit, said she would 
try to negotiate a solution. 

In a statement broadcast 
on state television, the govern¬ 
ment initially acknowledged 
using the riot-control measures 
but denied using excessive 
force. In an imusual move, it 
later retracted the statement 
without explanation. 

Monks and other protest¬ 
ers had serious bums after the 
crackdown at the Letpadaung 
mine near the town of Monywa. 
Protesters who oppose the 
mine’s impact on villagers and 
the environment had occupied 


the area for 11 days. 

“I didn’t expect to be treated 
like this, as we were peacefully 
protesting,” said Aung Myint 
Htway, a peanut farmer whose 
face and body were covered 
with black patches of burned 
skin. 

The police action risks be¬ 
coming a public relations and 
pohtic^ fiasco for Thein Sein’s 
government, which has been 
touting its transition to democ¬ 
racy after almost five decades of 
repressive military mle. 

The government had de¬ 
fended its actions in a state¬ 
ment issued by the govern¬ 
ment’s ofl&cial information 
ofiice Thursday afternoon. It de¬ 
nied using excessive force and 
said it used fire hoses, tear gas 
and smoke bombs according to 
international standards for riot 
control. 

Later, however, the 
president’s office issued a one- 
sentence statement recalling 
the information office’s state¬ 
ment without explanation.

PM objects to report's

Britain’s immly newspapers 
should be regulated by an in¬ 
dependent body dominated by 
non-joumalists with the power 
to levy steep fines, a judge 
said Thursday in a report that 
pleased victims of tabloid intru¬ 
sion but left editors worrying 
about creeping state control of 
the coimtiy’s fiercely independ¬ 
ent press. 

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 


eron echoed concerns about 
government interference, ex¬ 
pressing misgivings about a key 
recommendation of the report 
— that the new regulator be en¬ 
shrined in law. 

He called on the much criti¬ 
cized press to show it could 
control itself by implementing 
the judge’s proposals quickly— 
and without political involve¬ 
ment. 

“I’m proud of the fact that 
we’ve managed to survive hun¬ 
dreds of years without state 
regulation,” he said. 

Lord Justice Brian Leveson 
issued his 2,000-page report 
at the end of a media ethics 
inquiiy triggered by a scandal 
over tabloid phone hacking 
that expanded to engulf senior 


Hostess Brands. Court approves 
Twinkle maker’s bankruptcy - 
including executive bonuses 


Hostess Brands Inc. got final ap¬ 
proval for its wind-down plans 
in bankruptcy court Thursday, 
setting the stage for its iconic 
snack cakes to find a second 
life with new owners — even as 
18,000 jobs will be wiped out. 

The company said in court 
that it’s in talks with 110 poten¬ 
tial buyers for its brands, which 
include CupCakes, Ding Dongs 
and Ho Hos. The suitors include 
at least five national retailers 
such as supermarkets, a finan¬ 
cial adviser for Hostess said. 

The process has been “so 


fast and furious” Hostess wasn’t 
able to make its planned calls 
to potential buyers, said Joshua 
Scherer of PereUa Weinberg 
Partners. 

Hostess also received ap¬ 
proval to give its top executives 
bonuses totalling up to $1.8 
million US for meeting certain 
budget goals to bring down 
costs during the liquidation.

The Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency says the same 
safety standarcis apply to 
meat for domestic con¬ 
sumption and for overseas 
exports, and that reports to 
the contraiy are “categoric¬ 
ally false.” 

The embattled fed¬ 
eral food safety agency is 


reacting to a media report 
that inspectors at the XL 
Foods processing plant in 
Brooks, 7\lta., were told to 
ignore contamination on 
cattle carcasses unless they 
were destined for Japan. 

A memo to inspectors, 
dated September 2008, 
instructs them to ensure 
all “Japan-eligible” beef has 
been 100 per cent veri¬ 
fied for removal of fecal, 
intestinal and spinal cord 
materials. The same memo 
tells inspectors at the Japan 
Dura Mater station on the 
production line to ignore 


such contamination for 
meat not destined for Japan. 

But a spokeswoman 
for the agency says the 
memo was about division of 
labour, and that the Japan 
inspection station was not 
the end of the line. lisa 
Gauthier says in a release 
that there is “zero tolerance 
for any form of contam¬ 
ination” and that there are 
multiple points of detection 
along the processing line.

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Enbridge fire ‘preventable:’ Watchdog 


Ontario. National 
Energy Board’s report on 
2009 incident comes as 
company seeks approval 
for $ 6 B Northern 
Gateway project 


The National Energy Board 
says poor oversight and 
communication were to 
blame for an Enbridge nat¬ 


ural gas pipeline fire west 
of Toronto more than three 
years ago. 

In September 2009, a 
contractor was working 
on the line in Mississauga, 
Ont., and damaged part of 
it, causing gas to escape 
and ignite. A flame shot up 
50 metres into the air. 

“Examination of the evi¬ 
dence, documents gathered, 
and interviews conducted 
indicate that the incident 
was preceded by a number 


of contributing conditions 
and unsafe acts,” the NEB 
said in a report released 
this week. 

No one was hurt in the 
fire and the environmental 
impact was limited, but a 
building, vehicles and con¬ 
struction equipment were 
damaged. Nearby business¬ 
es, including a strip mall 
and daycare, were evacu¬ 
ated as a precaution. 

In the report, the federal 
energy watchdog says the 


incident was “preventable.” 

“Though no people were 
injured and the incident re¬ 
sulted in minimal impacts 
to public safety, the en¬ 
vironment or the economy, 
the potential impact of an 
event of this magnitude 
cannot be ignored,” it said. 

Enbridge spokeswoman 
Chris Meyer said the com¬ 
pany is reviewing the NEB’s 
findings. 

“Safety is our priority 
and after the incident we 


reviewed what happened 
and we’ve implemented 
changes to help prevent a 
similar situation from oc¬ 
curring again,” she said. 

The NEB says Enbridge’s 
gas distribution unit did 
not have a copy of its safety 
manual on site and didn’t 
adequately communicate 
hazards to contracted work¬ 
ers or make sure they were 
following proper proced¬ 
ures.

To Russia, with love

Anna Karenina. Luxe 
setting, costumes 
and Keira Knightley's 
cheekbones make 
for a screenplay that 
felt a bit too staged 


• Mark, the story itself 
rather simple and has been 
told many times, so what dis¬ 
tinguishes this version, aside 
from the cast (more on that 
later), is the sumptuous sta¬ 
ging. Every frame of the film 
drips with beauty, from the sets 
to the clothes to Knightley’s 
cheekbones. But that’s to be 
expected from a big retelling of 
the story. What really captures 
my eye — and mind — is the 
imconventional way director 
Joe Wright has chosen to tell 
the tale. What did you think of 
the mix of reality and fantasy? 


Mark: I think Joe Wright, to his 
credit, wanted to take the stiff¬ 


ness out of a classic. Setting the 
movie in a theatre is an unusual 
move, which makes it feel in¬ 
timate but also a bit claustro¬ 
phobic and gimmicky. Perhaps 
he was trying to say that people 
in pre-revolutionary Russia 
were forced to play their social 
roles and this is the imdoing of 
Karenina. The theatre setting 
allows for some breathtaking 
transitions but sometimes left 
me scratching my head. 

RC: It’s a risky bit of staging to 
be sure, but I imagined I was 
watching an Arma Karenina 
opera, with all the implied 
drama and grandeur, but none 
of the music. I think it’s a bril¬ 
liant piece of staging for a 
story that has enough passion 
and tragedy for two operas. 
What did you think of Knight- 
ley? She has a face meant to be 
framed by fur hats and veils, 
but apart from looking the 
part, she carefully modulates 
Anna’s descent from socialite 
to outcast with grace and dig¬ 
nity while allowing notes of 


fhrstration and misery to seep 
through. 

MB: Your comment about 
music is interesting to me be¬ 
cause at times I thought the 
actors were just about to break 
into song! I thought Knightley, 
who has to carry the movie, 
has the evanescent presence 
of a great silent movie actress. 
It was Vronsky (Aaron Taylor- 
Johnson) that felt miscast. 
He should be fatally dashing, 
but he just seems callow and 
expressionless. He’s just not 
seductive enough to make me 
believe Anna would throw her 
life away for him. Jude Law, 
on the other hand, is perfect 
as the wronged husband. And 
it took a lot of guts for him to 
sport that hairline.

Russian writer Leo Tolstoy’s 
classic story set in imperialist 
Russia begins with a family 
in tatters because of marital 
transgression. St. Petersburg 
aristocrat and sodalite Anna 
Karenina (Keira Knightley) 
travels to Moscow to visit her 
womanizing brother Oblon¬ 
sky (Matthew Macfadyen) 
and his long-suffering wife 
Dolly (Kelly Macdonald).

is best known as the thimder- 
ous beat behind Cream, the 
1960s band that defined the 
term “supergroup.” It might 
at first seem superfluous to in¬ 
clude the personal stoiy of the 
filmmaker, especially because 
Baker is such a one-of-a-kind 
character whose history is 
dense with so much imabashed 
sex, drugs, rock ‘n’ roll and vio¬ 
lence. But some of those forces 
inevitably leaked into Bulger’s 
own life while making the film. 

“I was like, ‘God, I’m there 
so much and you hear my 
voice, I should probably show 
who I am,”’ says the filrnmaker. 
“And then when he broke my 
nose with a cane, I thought that 
was such an indicative moment 
of who he is and how he deals 
with people.” 

The assault begins and ends 
the doc, but between these per¬ 
sonal bookends. Baker tells of a 
troubled childhood and how he 
escaped through an enchant¬ 
ment with rh 3 ^thm and, soon 
after, heroin. Both are con¬ 
stants during his meteoric rise 
to fame and many falls from 
such dizzying heights. 

Loimging in a leather chair 
in his South Afidcan home. 


Baker often berates Bulger. 
“It’s like boxing,” says Bulger. 
“Sometimes you’ve got to take 
a couple pimches before you 
can get inside.” 

And he does get inside. The 
drummer opens up about the 
bridges he has burned between 
family and friends. Then Bulger 
interviews those same people, 
including bandmates Eric Glap- 


ton. Jack Bruce and Steve Win- 
wood. That Bulger would do 
this is why Baker hits him. 

“I loved the challenge of do¬ 
ing a movie about somebody 
who is so potentially unhkable,” 
says the filmmaker. “As much 
as you want to hate him, you’ve 
got to love him because he stiU 
keeps going,” says Bulger, “and 
he never compromises.”

The Sundance Film Festival has 
an apparent record lineup of fe¬ 
male directors competing for its 
top honour this January. 

Half the entries — eight 
of the 16 films — annoimced 
Wednesday in the festival’s U.S. 
dramatic competition were 
directed by women for the next 
installment of Robert Redford’s 
independent-cinema showcase, 
which runs Jan. 17 to 27 in Park 
City, Utah. Going back to 1992, 
the best showing previously for 
female filmmakers was in 2000, 
when six of the 16 U.S. dramatic 
contenders were directed by 
women. 

Simdance organizers were 
still trolling back to the early 
years of the festival’s 33-year 
history, but this January’s eight 
competition films appears to be 
most ever firom women and the 
first time the entries have been 
evenly split between female and 
male directors. 


Among the competition 
films from female filnunakers 
are Francesca Gregorini’s Eman¬ 
uel and the Truth About Fishes, 


whose cast includes Jessica 
Biel and Frances O’Connor in 
the story of a troubled girl fix¬ 
ated on a mysterious neighbour; 


Lynn Shelton’s Touchy Feely, 
featuring Rosemarie DeWitt, Al- 
hson Jaimey and Ellen Page in a 
tale of a massage therapist who 


develops a distaste for bodily 
contact; and Liz W. Garcia’s The 
Lifeguard, with Kristen Bell as 
a reporter who moves home to 
Connecticut and takes a job as a 
lifeguard. 

The festival’s U.S. dramatic 
lineup also features the first 
Simdance entry for Harry Potter 
star Daniel Radclifie, who stars 
as Allen Ginsberg in director 
John Krokidas’ KiU Your Dar¬ 
lings. 

Male directors stiU domin¬ 
ate the big-screen, but the low- 
budget indie world has been 
narrowing the gender gap. Sun¬ 
dance director John Cooper said 
some Sundance film categories 
have had a nearly even split 
between male and female direc¬ 
tors in the past, a sign that more 
and more women are breaking 
into filmmaking. 

“I think that’s absolutely it,” 
Cooper said. “Also, what we’ve 
found is that through our short- 
fiim programs, they’ve been 
coming close to 50/50 in certain 
years or at least a high level of 
women directors. So it’s more of 
a coming-up-through-the-ranks 
situation” as female directors 
graduate firom short films to 
feature-length stories.

Steven Tyler is apologizing — 
if Nicki Minaj misinterpreted 
his recent comments.

man responded to Minaj’s 
claim that he’s a racist.

Legendary Who guitarist Pete 
Townshend has weathered 
drug abuse, alcohol addiction, 
infidelity, near-deafening rock 
‘n’ roll assaults to his ears and, 
of course, those infamous child 
pornography charges. 

Townshend discusses these 
trials openly in his candid 
memoir. Who 1 Am, but ad¬ 
mits he may never fully come 
to terms with what is arguably 
the book’s most painfully raw 
revelation — that he believes 
he was sexually abused as a 
very yoimg boy. Although he 
says childhood trauma has col¬ 
oured nearly every aspect of his 
hfe, the guitar-smashing rocker 
admits he’s buried the mem¬ 
ories so deeply he can’t be cer¬ 
tain exactly what transpired. 

“If I remembered it in great 
detail, I think you would be 
suspicious that I was making it 
up,” says Townshend in a ffee- 


wheehng interview during a 
recent stop in Toronto. 

“From what I know of act¬ 
ing as a coimsellor myself... is 
that if it happens between the 
ages of six-and-a-half and 12 we 
remember it. Prior to that, you 
have to be veiy, veiy careful. So 
I don’t want to insult anybody 
who remembers specifically by 
carelessly thinking. Ah, toss a 
coin, yeah. I’m pretty sure that 
something weird went on.’ All 
I can actually say is that I’m 
pretty sure that something 
weird went on.” 

Townshend’s suspicions 
are sketched in broad strokes 
throughout Who I Am, start¬ 
ing with vague boyhood recol¬ 
lections of physical and emo¬ 
tional torment at the hands 
of his irrational grandmother 
and moving on to accoimts of 
sudden memory hashes and 
disturbing dreams as an adult. 

Townshend says he’s since 
spent years of psychotherapy 
tr 3 dng to understand it, but any 
time he’s attempted to delve 
deep into his past he’s “hterally 
starting to froth at the mouth 
and shake and go into a kind 
of a fit.” 

“I’m not going to do this to 
myself I don’t have to remem¬ 
ber at all,” Townshend says 
now. “I don’t have to remem¬ 


that led him to use his credit 
card to access a website adver¬ 
tising images of children, he 
explains in the book. 

As a result, Townshend 
was arrested in 2003 and put 
on a sex offender’s registry, al¬ 
though he was later cleared of 
possessing pornographic im¬ 
ages. 

Townshend says hardcore 
fans would know he’s been 
grappling with these issues 
for decades, pointing to dis¬ 


new sphere of idolatry 
and cementing their position 
as one of rock music’s biggest 
bands. 

That journey was mainly 
driven by Townshend himself, 
who admits that as principal 
songwriter he wielded a power 
that caused continual strain 
with bandmates Roger Daltrey, 
Keith Moon and John Entwistle 
and led to an ever-growing 
financial gap as he raked in 
songwriting royalties. 

Today, he admits he’s enjoy¬ 


ing the fmits of his hard work, 
referring to this part of his 
storied hfe as “the gravy.” 

“I can afford to sit on my 
haunches and watch CSI and 
every time it goes on I go, ‘Ka- 
ching!”’ says Townsheni refer¬ 
ring to the CBS crime series, 
which uses Who Are You as its 
theme song. 

Townshend touches on ah 
the major events in his hfe in 
Who am I, including the origins 
of his windmill wind-up, being 
banned from ah Hohday Inns, 
his fascination with mystic Me- 
her Baba, groupies, affairs, wild 
acid trips, Woodstock, lusting 
after Mick Jagger, reaching out 
to a heroin-addled Eric Clapton 


and grappling with the drug- 
induced deaths of Moon and 
Entwistle. 

Townshend says the older 
he gets, the less age matters. 

“I don’t think that what 
we worried about when we 
were young matters,” he says. 

“It doesn’t matter about 
growing old — what matters 
is about still being current. 
Still being relevant. Still be¬ 
ing able to do a really, really 
great show. Even if you’re 
playing old songs. Roger and 
I go on with the band, there’s 
no question The Who blow 
most bands away and we still 
do. I don’t know how we do, 
but we do.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Anne Lamott: It’s the most 
wonderful time for self-help

Sleigh bells ring, are you 
listening? Most likely, the 
answer is no. Rather, your 
iPod’s at peak volume as 
you’re racing through aisles, 
trying to ignore the clanking 
of shopping carts, the feed¬ 
back of intercom announce¬ 
ments and the throngs of 
consumers deliberating over 
which shades of Ikea table 
runners their mothers won’t 
turn their noses up at during 
Christmas dinner. 

It doesn’t matter what’s 
playing, eventually even 
guided meditation podcasts 
can’t drown out the noise 
our minds make leading 
up to the holidays. There’s 
so much anxiety caused by 
family obligations, end-of- 
year deadlines, bu 3 dng gifts 
(or being unable to do so) 
and travelling — not that 
you needed to be reminded. 

What’s necessary to re¬ 
member, however, is that 
we’re only human and 
there’s only so much we can 
take on ourselves. Some¬ 
times we need help, and 
that’s where Anne Lamott 
comes in. With grace, humil¬ 
ity and her signature sense 
of self-deprecating humor, 
the celebrated author keeps 
our insanity in check with 
her latest inspirational, if 
breezy, book. Help, Thanks, 
Wow. 

While it’s not a guidebook 
for how to set intentions and 
offer gratitude — Lamott in¬ 
sists there aren’t codes for 
this — it’s a compact com¬ 
panion reader to snap you 
back to the present moment 
with each page turn. 

For Lamott, “help,” 
"thanks” and “wow” are 
all expressions of prayer, 
which she emphasizes 
can be secular and 
should be personal¬ 
ized to accommodate 
your own beliefs. 
By her definition, 
prayer is simply 
“communication 
from our hearts 
... to the ani¬ 
mating energy 
of love we are 
sometimes 
bold enough 
to believe 
in.” In other 
words, it’s 
our needs 
and desires, 
articulated. 

Through 
self-reflective anecdotes, she 


breaks down the three pray¬ 
ers and encourages us to 
start and sustain a practice 
of peace and mindfulness. 

“Help,” says Lamott, 

“is almost an involun¬ 
tary reaching out; a 
sound of desperation.” 

Whatever the rea¬ 
son, calling for help 
is to surrender and 
admit we can’t con¬ 
trol everything. 

If asking for 
help means to let 
go, then giving 
“thanks” is the 
ability to reframe 
what caused us 
to panic in order 
to move on. 

“(To say,) ‘Thank you’ 
breaks through the thoughts, 
business, obsession and fixa¬ 
tion to this pure moment of 
gratitude, the amazement 
that things have worked 
out,” says Lamott. 

We may find an immedi¬ 
ate answer to our problems, 
but with patience, we can try 
to find some good in even 
the worst-case scenarios. 

“Wow” is the release, 
like the sound of an exhaled 
breath. “To say, ‘Wow’ means 
you’re agreeing to pay atten¬ 
tion,” says Lamott, adding 
that awareness “is the path, 
the cord, the channel that 
connects us to joy.” 

According to Lamott, in-

Tom Fee 
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MTV renovates 
1989’s House 
of Style in new 
documentary 


Don't expect nostalgia. 

Aimed towards young 
people of today, not 
young people of ’80s 


The House of Style that 
MTV built back in 1989 has 
undergone some serious 
renovation, but it always 
had good bones. 

The show’s past and 
present come together in 
a documentary, House of 
Style: Music, Models, and 
MTV, that premieres Satur¬ 
day (10 p.m. EST). 

Originally launched 
with supermodel Cindy 
Crawford, House of Style 
made the logical links 
between music 
and fashion 
at a time 
when some 
of the big¬ 
gest style 
trends were 
coming from 
the videos that were the 
bread and butter of MTV: 
Madonna’s many looks, in¬ 
cluding Jean Paul Gaultier’s 
1990 cone bra, Run-DMC’s 
Adidas sneakers and Mi¬ 
chael Jackson’s many leath¬ 
er jackets. 

Crawford interviewed 
designers Gaultier and Todd 
Oldham, runway buddies 
Naomi Gampbell and Linda 
Evangelista and video sta¬ 
ples Duran Duran and Will 
Smith, back when Smith 
was The Fresh Prince. 

“It was the right show at 


the right time,” says Graw- 
ford. “People saw designs 
from fashion before, but 
this helped introduce the 
people behind fashion in a 
way that hadn’t been done 
before.”

She isn’t 

claiming credit, but Graw- 
ford also notes that fashion 
didn’t have the broad pop- 
culture appeal two decades 
ago that it has now. That 
access is fueled by all the 
behind-the-scenes inter¬ 
views and instant runway 
replays available on your 
cellphone, she says, add¬ 
ing that House of Style was 
important in whetting that 
appetite. 

The show grew up 
through the 1990s, adding 
new hosts Daisy Puentes, 
Molly Sims and Rebecca 


Romijn, and ending its in¬ 
itial run in 2000. 

But with fashion risk-tak¬ 
ers such as Beyonce, Lady 
Gaga, Rihanna and Katy 
Perry again dominating the 
style-setter conversation, it 
was time for House of Style 
to make a comeback. 

Now, the mini-episodes 
hosted by top models Karlie 
Kloss and Joan Smalls 
stream online. But the feel¬ 
ing of exclusivity and ex¬ 
citement remains. 

“We could have done 
this reboot three or four 
years ago, but I don’t think 
it was the right time. We’re 
in a time now that there is 
again the interest in mod¬ 
els, in music and there are 
so many visual 
platforms,” 
says Dave Siru- 
Inick, MTV’s 
executive 
vice-president 
of news and 
production. He was 
also behind the original 
show. 

Viewers might come to 
the new House of Style as 
more educated fashion fans, 
he says. Still, an insider as a 
curator is unique. 

“You don’t know when 
cool things might happen or 
pop up, and House of Style 
follows that,” says Smalls. 
“It’s always exciting. I got 
into this business because 
it is more challenging and 
more creative and more 
expressive. I didn’t want 
a nine-to-five job. I don’t 
know where I’ll be flying 



to tomorrow, but the show 
might take you there.” 

They’ve covered inter¬ 
views with Stella Mc- 
Gartney and Alexander 
Wang, gone backstage 
at Victoria’s Secret 
and revisited Gaultier. 

Don’t expect nos¬ 
talgia, though. “We’re 
not aimed at the same 
people now as we 
were. The 22-year- 
olds of 20 
years ago 
isn’t who 
we’re tar¬ 
geting, we 
want the 
2 2 -y e ar- 
olds of to¬ 
day,” says 
Sirulnick. 

He adds, 

“I hope the 
42-year-old 


might still watch, and I 
hope they’re interested, but 
we have to move 


forward.” 

On Smalls’ wish list to 
cover in upcoming episodes 
are a trip to her native Puer¬ 
to Rico “which I think is an 
emerging fashion scene,” a 
segment on Japanese street 
style, a personal survey of 
Garine Roitfeld’s closet and 
a sit-down with Rihanna.

The stoiy is largely Hitch¬ 
cock’s, exploring how famed 
murderer Ed Gein became 
his inspiration and how the

landmark film affected his 
relationship with longtime 
collaborator and wife, Alma 
Reville.

“Hitchcock was very collab¬ 
orative with Tony Perkins and 
I didn’t think that was the way 
Hitchcock operated at all,” 
D’Arcy says. 

“It was quite a surprise to 
discover that and the photo¬ 
graphs of them together 
— you see of them together 
while they’re shooting the 
movie, they’re really friendly.” 

The same could be said 
of D’Arcy and the man play¬ 
ing his on-screen director. 


Anthony Hopkins. Almost un¬ 
recognizable in his prosthetic 
mask, contacts and fat suit, the 
knighted actor’s thoroughly 
convincing costume made him 
far less imposing to D’Arcy than 
he otherwise would have been. 

“It was so good that it 
didn’t feel hke Anthony Hop¬ 
kins,” he admits. 

“In fact, we’ve become 
quite good friends since the 
movie finished and it’s still 
weird seeing him as Tony, 
as him with blue eyes, really 
great piercing blue eyes. When 
we were working together, 
(and he was in costume,) he 
was very corpulent and had 
brown eyes. He looked com¬ 
pletely different. You couldn’t 
really see Tony in there at all.” 




How to get that Russian aristocrat look 



Anna Karenina. 

Costume designer 
blended elements 
of imperialist Russia 
and 1950s couture to 
create an original look 


Jacqueline Durran painstak¬ 
ingly pored over paintings and 
photos from the 19th century 
to prepare for designing the 
elaborate fashions featured 
on the big screen in Anna 
Karenina. 

But the costume designer 
said director Joe Wright had 
his own take on interpreting 
1870s Russian style for the film 
adaptation of the classic novel 
— and exact fashion replicas 
of the era weren’t chief among 
them. 

“The only costumes that are 
reaUy an attempt to be accurate 
of the period are the Russian 
peasant costumes; the other 


costumes are all styhzed,” Dur¬ 
ran said in a phone interview 
from London. 

“Joe particularly wanted 
me to concentrate on the sil¬ 
houette of each character, and 
that’s what he thought was 
important to bring out in our 
interpretation.” 

To best illustrate his vi¬ 
sion, Wright encouraged 
Durran to embark on a fash¬ 
ionable flash-forward, par¬ 
ticularly for the costumes 
worn by the title character 
portrayed by Keira Knightley. 

“He wanted me to reference 
’50s couture — which has a 
very strong silhouette — and 
combined that approach with 
the 1870s shape,” said Durran, 
who combed through the style 
archives studying pieces from 
famed labels like Balenciaga, 
Ghristian Dior, Jacques Fath 
and Lanvin. 

The onscreen results show¬ 
case a series of jaw-droppingly 
lavish dresses befitting Russian 
aristocracy, with a succession of 


fluid yet fitted floor-sweeping 
gowns. 

Yet while drawing on 
decades-old styles for fash¬ 
ionable inspiration, there’s 
a timelessness to the luxe 
furs, trimmed coats, lace 
veils, feathered headpieces 
and as 3 mimetric detailing on 


dresses that seems quite in 
step with contemporary fash¬ 
ion. 

“Joe’s very much interested 
in that. He’s not particularly 
interested in historic recrea¬ 
tions,” said Durran. “He’s inter¬ 
ested in taking a style and mak¬ 
ing it believably of a period, but 


making it accessible to a mod¬ 
em audience.” 

Durran previously worked 
with Wright and Knightley on 
Atonement and Pride & Preju¬ 
dice, earning costume design 
Oscar nods for both period 
dramas. 

For Atonement, Wright was 
equally vocal with input on and 
specifics for the famous silk 
emerald-green dress worn by 
Knightley in the film. 

“He wanted it to have a very 
full hem and a low back and all 
those things,” Durran said. 

“Even though all the ele¬ 
ments in the dress are from the 
period, when you re-combine 
them in a different way, you’re 
not making a period dress. It 
would look completely out of 
place. 

“It’s the same with this 
(film), really,” she added. 
“You’re combining elements 
and you’re mixing things up; 
and if you actually put them 
next to a period costume, they 
look completely modem, but 


they have the spirit of the per¬ 
iod.” 

Durran said her style vision 
for Anna Karenina was centred 
on conveying a sense of ele¬ 
gance, opulence and wealth. 
That could also explain the 
integration of millions of dol¬ 
lars worth of Ghanel baubles 
to accessorize the luxurious on¬ 
screen looks. 

“That’s what I took from 
50s couture, really, is that you 
can take away all of the surface 
detail and just be left with this 
really strong silhouette, which 
is so chic, so accomplished, so 
sophisticated, that I kind of 
thought that was what was an 
aspect of Anna.” 

Also key to the lead char¬ 
acter was showcasing her sen¬ 
suality and sex appeal, as the 
film finds Karenina caught 
between commitment to her 
stem yet devoted husband 
Alexei Karenin (Jude Law) and 
passion for her playboy lover 
Goimt Vronsky (Aaron Taylor- 
Johnson). the Canadian press

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America revenue from celeb¬ 
rity clothing lines, excluding 
merchandise linked to athletes, 
rose six per cent last year to 
$7.58 billion in 2011, according 
to the latest figures available by 
The Licensing Letter, an indus¬ 
try trade publication. That’s on 
top of a nearly five per cent in¬ 
crease in 2010. 

Major department stores, fa¬ 
cing growing competition from 
trendy fashion chains such as 
H&M, Mango and Zara have 
jumped on the trend. They’re 


hoping to reap benefits from 
the lines during the holiday 
shopping season in Novem¬ 
ber through December, a time 
when stores can make up to 
40 per cent of their annual 
revenue. Big stores now get as 
much as a quarter of their sales 
from celebrity brands, up from 
rmder 10 per cent five years 
ago, according to market re¬ 
search firm NPD Group.

with Trump. “Macy’s is bubd- 
ing a brand on Trump’s 
consequence-free bubying,” he 
says. 

But Macy’s has stood by 
the bibionaire, and the up¬ 
roar has since died down. 
“Macy’s marketing and mer¬ 
chandise offerings are not 
representative of any pobtical 
position,” says Jim Sluzewski, 
a spokesman for the chain.

Sure, beer and pizza are peren¬ 
nial party favourites.

The NBA plans to make San An¬ 
tonio pay for resting four stars. 

The Miami Heat almost 
could not. 

Ray Allen’s 3-pointer with 
22.6 seconds left gave the Heat 
the lead, LeBron James finished 
with 23 points and the Heat 
rallied late to beat the Spurs 
105-100 on Thursday night — 
needing to dig deep despite 
San Antonio’s decision to have 
four standouts resting at home 
in a move that irked NBA com¬ 
missioner David Stem. 

Allen scored 20 points, 
Dwyane Wade added 19 and 
Ghris Bosh finished with 18 
points and 12 rebounds for 
Miami, now 7-0 at home. 

Gaiy Neal had 20 points for 
the Spurs, who played with¬ 
out Tim Duncan, Tony Parker, 
Mann Ginobili and Danny 
Green. The Spurs’ top four¬ 
some was sent back to San An¬ 
tonio by coach Gregg Popovich, 
who said the move was in his 
team’s best interest. Stem 
wasn’t happy about it, calling 
the move “unacceptable” and 
sa 3 dng that sanctions against 
the Spurs will be forthcoming. 

Tiago Splitter scored 18 
points, Nando De Golo added 
15, Boris Diaw scored 12 and 
Matt Bonner had a 10-point, 
10-rebound night for San An¬ 
tonio, which finished a six- 
games-in-nine-nights road trip 
with a 5-1 record. 

The Spurs led by seven with 
about five minutes left and 
were up 98-93 after Neal made 
a 3-pointer with 2:14 remain¬ 


ing. 

The Heat finished on a 12-2 
mn, needing yet another late- 
game rally. 

But all anyone wiU likely re¬ 
member from this one is Pop¬ 
ovich’s decision — and what¬ 
ever Stem does as a result. 

“1 apologize to all NBA 
fans,” Stem said. “This was an 
unacceptable decision by the 
San Antonio Spurs and sub¬ 


stantial sanctions will be forth¬ 
coming.” 

Stem’s statement was re¬ 
leased roughly the same time 
as tip-off in Miami for the na¬ 
tionally televised game. 

The Spurs’ five starters 
came into the game averaging 
a combined 23.6 points, or 1.6 
points less than James aver¬ 
aged entering Thursday night.

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Sinclair snubbed 
for soccer award 


Player of the year. 

Canada soccer coach 
says lack of knowledge 
on women’s game is to 
blame for voting results 


John Herdman says it’s a 
“travesty” that Canada’s soc¬ 
cer captain Christine Sinclair 
has been snubbed for FIFA’s 
women’s player of the year 
award. 

But the coach of the Can¬ 
adian team that captured 
bronze at the London 015 ml- 
pics said a lack of knowledge 
about the women’s game is 
more to blame than any mali¬ 
cious intent. 

And besides, the coach 
added, international recogni¬ 
tion isn’t what his star striker 
plays for. 

“It’s a travesty,” Herdman 
said from Vancouver. “A play¬ 
er who can score a hat trick 
in a semifinal and lead her 
country to the first (Ol 5 mipic 
team) medal since 1936, the 
first time Canada’s ever been 



on a (soccer) podium at one of 
these events, and still be one 
of the leading scorers in the 
world ... and she can’t get in 
the top three. 

“There’s something wrong 
somewhere. But at the end of 
the day, you don’t want to be 
pointing fingers at people. It 
is what it is.” 

The 29-year-old from Bur¬ 
naby, B.C., led Canada to 
bronze in London in spec¬ 


tacular fashion, scoring an 
Olympic-record six goals to 
win the Golden Boot. She 
recorded a hat trick in a 4-3 
extra-time semifinal loss to 
the U.S. 

Americans Abby Wam- 
bach and Alex Morgan and 
Brazil’s Marta make up the 
final three, after a vote by na¬ 
tional team coaches, captains 
and reporters. The winner 
will be announced in Switzer¬ 
land on Jan. 7. 

Herdman voted for Sin¬ 
clair, Wambach and Camille 
Abily of France. 

Sinclair, Canada’s flag- 
bearer at the closing cere¬ 
monies in London, was sus¬ 
pended four matches by the 
sport’s governing body for 
comments she made after 
Canada’s semifinal loss to the 
U.S. 

Sinclair has been on the 
shortlist six times in her ca¬ 
reer. 

But it wasn’t to be, and her 
supporters quickly took to 
Twitter to voice their outrage, 
some accusing FIFA of black¬ 
balling the Canadian.
